Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1949. 

There  was  a  marked  fall  in  infantile  mortality  for  the  year. 
The  death  rate  remained  the  same  as  for  1948  but  the  birth  rate 
was  higher. 

Your  Council  pressed  on  with  the  Housing  Programme  during 
the  year  but  the  length  of  the  waiting  list  indicates  the  urgency  of 
the  problem  that  still  remains.  Further  progress  will  be  reflected  in 
improving  vital  statistics  and  a  diminution  in  the  tuberculosis 
incidence  in  the  district. 

I  regret  to  report  that  one  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the 
district  during  the  year.  The  case  occurred  in  a  child  to  whom 
immunisation  had  been  offered  and  refused  by  the  parents. 
(Immunisation  was  later  accepted  for  a  child  contact  in  the  house) 

Parents  should  understand  that  as  more  and  more  children 
are  immunised  the  danger  for  the  unprotected  child  increases.  A 
healthy,  immunised  child  may  harbour  the  germ  in  its  throat  and 
pass  it  on  to  the  unimmunised  child,  who  has  little  or  no  defence 
against  the  disease. 
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So  as  not  to  end  on  a  sombre  note,  I  would  like  to  stress  that 
the  report  does  indicate  a  fairly  satisfactory  state  of  health  for  the 
district  and  it  only  remains  for  me  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  unfailing 
support  during  the  year.  I  take  pleasure  in  recording  my  gratitude 
to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  to  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  in  conjunction  with  the  report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  details  of  the  work  carried  out 
under  the  several  Acts,  Orders,  Regulations  and  Byelaws  in  force 
in  the  District. 

Full  details  of  this  work  are  given  in  the  text  of  the  report  but 
the  figures  by  no  means  reflect  the  amount  of  work  required  to 
attain  these  improvements,  especially  in  connection  with  housing 
repairs,  where  in  many  instances  it  is  known  that  owners,  because 
of  the  increased  cost  of  repairs  compared  to  the  rent  yield  which  has 
remained  unchanged,  have  ceased  to  execute  repairs  or  improve¬ 
ments  unless  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Council. 

The  milk  supply  continues  to  improve  and  now  consists  of 
nearly  100  per  cent,  designated  milk,  that  is,  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  or  milk  rendered  safe  by  Pasteurisation  or  Sterilisation. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
your  interest  and  full  support  in  my  work  and  to  thank  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Heath,  staff  of  the  department  and  other 
officials  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation.

MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELFARE. 

By  virtue  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Aet2 
1946  the  Welfare  Services  are  now  provided  by  the  County 
Council.  A  table  of  clinic  sessions  (including  School  Clinics) 
is  shown  later  for  information. 

VACCINATION  &  IMMUNISATION. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  continued  to  act  as  agent 
for  the  County  Council  in  providing  this  service.  Figures  relat¬ 
ing  to*  the  service  are  also  given. 

LABORATORY  SERVICE. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  established  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  has  now  moved  to 
Goldsmith  Street,  Nottingham.  The  Laboratory  offers  facili¬ 
ties  for  investigations  of  a  public  health  nature,  and  these 
services  have  again  been  freely  utilised  with  great  benefit. 

HOSPITALS. 

Hospitals,  including  infectious  diseases  hospitals,  are  now 
administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  set  up  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  1946.  In  this  district  tihs  has  not 
given  rise  to  any  difficulty  in  liaison,  noticeable  in  some  areas, 
between,  the  Health  Department  and  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital. 

CLEANSING  STATION. 

The  Cbuncil’s  Cleansing  ‘Station,  established  during  the 
war  xor  the  treatment  of  scabies  and  pediculosis,  continues  to 
be  available  for  this  purpose. 
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It  has  not  been  necessary  to  use  these  facilities  during 
the  year.

31st. 

PEE  A  SEE  Y  VALE. 

A  private  firm  owning  mills  and  properties  in  this  area 
has  constructed  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  within  the  Urban 
District.  The  29  houses  have  not  yet  been  connected  to  this 
sewerage  system,  but  it  is  Jioped  that  this  will  be  done  as  soon 
as  possible. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  vear  the  Northern  Outfall  Sewer  was  completed 
and  this  enabled  cesspools  serving  26  houses  to  be  abolished, 
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and  (die  drainage  connected  to  the  public  sewerage  system.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919 
AND  THE  INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

The  residents  in  the  district  are  now  well  aware  of  the 
service  nrovided  by  the  Council  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice,  and  it  is  observed  that  complaints  are  now  made  to  the 
Health  Department  in  cases  where  the  infestation  is  small, 
and  Oil  ten  where  a  single  rat  is  seen,  instead  of  waiting  until 
the  ooionv  has  increased  to  menacing  proportions,  as  was 
previously  the  case. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  Council’s  main 
sewers  in  the  district  are  entirely  free  from,  infestation,  a 
condition  not  usuallv  found  in  sewers. 

Infestation  at  the  sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  are  being 
kept  under  control,  and  at  one  period  during  the  year  the 
works  and  both  tips  were  reported  to  be  free  from  infestation 
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Treatments  to  eradicate  the  infestations  are  carried  out 
by  poisoning,  trapping  or  gassing,  and,  except  in  the  case  of 
the  sewage  works  and  refuse  tins,  no  attempt  has  been  made 
to  indicate  numbers  killed.  The  following  tables  show  the 
work  done.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  two  nuisances  arising  from  the  emission 
of  smoke  were  investigated.  In  one  case  the  plant  was  found 
to  be  in  perfect  order,  and  following  instructions  by  a 
Ministry  of  Works  Stoker- Instructor  in  correct  boiler  house- 
practice,  the  nuisance  was  abated.  In  the  second  case  the 
plant  required  renovation,  and  the  fuel  consumed  was  of  very 
poor  quality.  This  created  many  difficulties  in  reducing  the 
smoke  emitted.  This  plant  will  become  redundant  as  soon  as 
an  electrification  scheme  now  in  progress  is)  completed,  and 
in  the  meantime  the  stokers  were  instructed  to  take  all 
possible  steps  to  reduce  uucousumed  sinioke.
